Its selection was the re- 
sult of a “national citizens’ creed contest“ approved by Presi- 
dent Wilson, Speaker Clark and a host of famous Americans. 
The author of the creed, who wins the $1000 prize, is William 
Tyler Page of Friendship Heights, 

The creed follows: 

The American's Creed—I believe in the United 
States of America as a government of the people, by 
the people, for the people; whose just powers are de- 
rived from the consent of the governed; a democracy 
in a republic and a sovereign nation of many sovereign 
States; a perfect Union, one and inseparable; estab- 
lished upon those principles of freedom, equality, jus- 
tice and humanity for which American patriots sacri- 
ficed their lives: and fortunes. 

I, therefore, 8 it is my duty to my to 
love it, to support ite Constitution, to obey its laws, to 
respect its fag and to defend it against all enemies. 
The idea of laying emphasis on the duties and obligations 

of citizenship in a national creed originated with Henry 8. 
Chapin and was first announced by him in September, 1916. 
The idea was approved by the President and indorsed by the 
“Vigilantes,” a nonpartisan organization of authors, artiste and 
others, for patriotic purposes. : 

The creed awarded the prize was selected from several 
thousand submitted, because it was not only brief, but remark- 
ably comprehensive of the best in American ideals, history and 
traditions, as expressed by the founders of the republic and its 
greatest statesmen and writers. 

William Tyler Page is a descendant of a President of the 
United States, John Tyler, and of a signer of the American 
Declaration of Independence, Carter Braxton. He was born in

PARIS, April 32.—Young women 
attached to one front-line unit of 
the Red Cross made « fine record in 
the recent German offensive. At 
Roye they took over the direction of 
military traffic. One girl in gray uni- 
form standing at the four corners 
directed columns of guns, cavalry, 
supply wagons and troops, thus pre- 
venting a jam. 

The unit had been located a few 
miles back of the lines doing recon- 
struction and relief work when the 
offensive began. They were the last 
women to leave several towns de- 
fore the Germans entered, and were 
on duty in half a dozen villages, 
widely separated, when word came 
of the German advance. They aided 
hundreds of refugees to the rail 
heads and established a temporary 
kitchen in one town, feeding 250 
British soldiers who had not eaten 
for hours. 

The girls established an informa- 
tion bureau at Montdidier, where 
refugees and soldiers were given in- 
formation about trains and routes. 
They also drove two trucks and two 
automobiles in removal work and 
picked up scores of wounded. 

In four different towns the girls 
managed to keep just one day ahead 
of the oncoming Germans. At one 
place they crossed a bridge a few 
minutes before it was biown up. 
Previously they had driven across 
the bridge night and day while it 
was mined. The military authori- 
ties finally had to order them to 
cross the bridge. The Red Cross 
girls worked eight days without re- 
moving their clothes, sleeping on

W orks on Ordinance. 


Even Manicurists will Have 
to Give Their Bit. 


Grocers Throw Het inte Ring 
for a Sliding Scale. 


Each of the 1500 or more retail 
Grocery stores in Los Angeles will 
be compelled to pay a license fee 
of $40 per year, while the wholesale 
grocers will be taxed $120 per year, 
if the Council adopts an ordinance 
recommended yesterday by the 
Finance Committee. The proposed 
ordinance would add upwards of 
$60,000 to the city’s annual revenue. 

At present the grocers are not 
to take out a license. 
Counctiman Olsen, who is a mem- 
ber of the Finance Committee and 
is also identified with the Retall 
Grocers’ Association, asserted that 
body will not oppose reasonable M- 
cense fee, providing it is on a silid- 
ing scale. For instance»he said, it 
is not just to tax a retailer whose 
business amounts to upwards of 
$600,000 annually the same fee that 
fs charged to one whose business is 
$30 per day. The committee finally 
decided to make no distinction. As 
a result it is expected the smaller 
grocers will make a most determined 
fight against the proposed ordinance. 

FOR BILLBOARDS. 

The committee fixed the license 
for billboards at 2 cents per square 
foot per year. 
is 1 cent per square foot. The reve- 
nus now from the billboards is $11,- 
000 annually. 

Electric advertising signs will be 
taxed 10 cents per square foot, while 
advertising vehicles will be charged 
$20 per month or $1 per day. 

In the past apartment-houses and 
hotels have not been compelled to 
take out licenses. The proposed or- 
dinance fixes the rate at 20 cents 
per apartment per year and 25 cents 
per room for hotels per year. It is 
@atimated that this would create a 
revenue of no leas than $50,000 per 


yea’. 
THESE MUST PAY. 

Ice cream manufacturers must 
pay $100 per year; macaroni manu- 
facturers, $25 per year: barber 
shops, $10 per year, and each bar- 
ber, $3 per year; bird stores, $15 
per quarter; wholesale confectioners, 
$25 per year, and retailers, $3; con- 
tractors, $12 per year; house mov- 
ers, $25 per year: wholesale deal- 
ers in explosives, $25, and retailers, 
$12; feather renovators, $12; fruit 
and vegetable dealers, wholesale. 
$25; retail, $190. Manicure and 
hair-dressing girls must pay $10 per 
year.
